THE MAHOMMEDAN REBELLION.

Halch‘eng was, 
however, secapiured by. our’ troops, the 
splege of the frrefectural elty of Hilinhua 
raised, and qylet partially restored, when 
the prefectures of Hochow and Sining became

THE RUSSELL MATRIMONIAL SUIT. 

In the Appeal Division, London; ‘yesterday 
morning—befors Lord Justice Liodley, Lord 
Justice Lopes, and Lord Justice Righy—Jugdment 
was given tn the Russell matsimonal care—a 
sult by Lady Russell, who sooght in April last, 
before Mr, Baron ‘Pol! anda jary, for 
reatitutton of conjagal rights ; while her husband, | 
Lord Russell, asked for w judicial . separation 
spa the grounds of cruelty, The crocly 
alleged’ consisted of the wife charging the 
husband with a certain offesce. The Jury found 
in favour of the husband, and the Court granted 
@ Jodicial separation to the husband, refaslog 
the petition of Lady Russell, and against this 
decision the present appeal -was brought by’ 
Lady Russell. The case was argued on July 2, 
and Judgment was reserved, 

Lord Justice Lopes’ read a. Jadgment, 
which, he safd, embcdied the opinions ef 
himself and Lord Justice Lindicy, The care, 
be safd, was one of the vesy greatest Importance, 
It. was a sult by the wile for restitution of 
conjugal rights against the hushand, and the 
respondent asked for a fedical separation 
on the grounds of bls wife's cruelty, The jury 
wk» beard the case found that the petitioner had 
been .guilty of cruelty towsrds the respondent 
{ier husband), aod that {o her conduct of the 

rst trial against ber husband she had not 
‘acted bona fide, ahich meant that she did not 
-belleve the chasges she had preferred agalast her 
husband—namely, that he had been guilty of 
a erfminal offence, snd that his having been s0 
guilty constituted areason for her living apart 
irom her husband, The jury found that such 
a charge having been persistently made by the 
wife against thedusband, and she having refused 
to retract or apologise, constituted cruel:y, Waat 
was the cruelty bere reHed upon, and had it been 
of auch a'character 2s to justify an order In 
favour of the hashand for judicial separation 
from his wile? If he was not so entitled, they 
had farther to consider whether the petitioner 
was entitled lo restitution of conjagal rights. 

Thelr Lordships decided that a wife making 
charges of acriminalcharzcterafter thehusband’s 
acquittal by the fury, and refusing to withdraw 
them, was not Icgal cruelty..

WHAT DETERMINES THE PRICE OF G°LD. 

Writlag fa the Staéési, Mr. T, Lloyd says s— 
“Price "Is value in terms of the legal ‘tender 
money of acountry. The “velue” of a thing is 
what it will exchange for in all other things. 
The price is the value In gold in thts country. 
Gold, that Is to say, is m measure, as the 
cconomists express it, or a denom{nator 1! you 
prefer, of the value of ‘al! things Ln thls country, 
The proportion {a valueacan be seer ata glance 
by looking dowa the Itet of pulces, Bat if price 
is value in terms of gotd, it {s clear that price 
-must-be-determised-by two sets of causes; those 
which affect the things priced and those wh 
affect goldor the pricer. It is andisputed that the 
foventions of the century have lessened the cost 
of preduction of commodities generally ; [n other 
words, the causes affecting commoditles generally 
‘have tended to lower thelr value. Bat the 
causes which have affscted gold spectally have 
not been uniform, Sometimes they have 
lessened its value, sometimes they have heigh- 
tened {t.. The revolutions’ fn the American 
possesstons of Spain shortly after the Napoleonic 
wars seem to havo rather Increased the pur- 
chasing power of gold by, Interrupting 
minicg. On the other hand, the’ great 
discover: ain Califorola and-Australla cheapened 
gold very materially. It was. not merely that 
the output of gold was immensely {acreased 5 It 
was ra.ber thatthe cost of mining for several 
years was amall.- The gold was found by 
{adivldual diggers ta a very large extent, There 
waa no need for costly machinery or great capital 
upon a large scale. The result’ was that gold 
bre're cheap,‘ and that the orices of com. 
Midles generally rasbed up. But aftera while 
the gold tbat was easily come at was exhausted, 
and deep miuing had to be resorted (o, Implytog 
costly machinery and larce caplials, Theo the 
cont of mining inereased, and, ae ‘a natural 
Gonrequence, the purchasing power of gold also 
augmented, which is only another way of saying
